Million dollar complex 
operational December ‘68 


Construction of the new College Com- 
mons is scheduled to begin early in 1968, 
and is due for completion one year from now. 

Tenders for the construction of the new 
food-services complex will be called for in 
in the first week of December, said Head of 
Campus Planning, Art Webb. 

He indicated the building would cost 
somewhere between one and one-half and 
two million dollars. 

This information was received following 
the announcement that a firm of Canadian 
architectural consultants has been appointed 
to advise the University on the next stage 
of campus development. 

Dr. Malcolm Taylor announced today the 
appointment by the Board of Governors of 
the Vancouver firm of Erickson-Massey to 
replace the San Francisco firm of Wurster, 
Bernardi and Emmons. 

He said the American firm, which estab- 
lished the basic campus design that features 
the ring road and the academic quadrangle, 
proposed the change, feeling that the Uni- 
versity now needs consultants who are closer 
to the Uvic scene. 

Erickson-Massey have designed projects 
such as the ‘Man in the Community’ building 
at Expo, the Macmillan and Bloedel building 
at Vancouver, and Simon Fraser University. 


“The change in consultants comes at a 
particularly appropriate time,” said Dr. 
Taylor, “as the University is preparing for a 
large-scale, second-stage expansion as soon 
as further capital funds become available.” 

Dr. Taylor told the Martlet that the next 
phase of classroom construction will begin 
officially on April 1, 1969, the beginning of 
the second five-year development plan. 

“We have seen a spectacular increase in 
enrollment which is already five years ahead 
of the 1963 prediction in the Macdonald 
Report,” he said. “This means that capital 
funds will be needed in the next five-year 
financing period to construct almost three 
times the facilities being provided in the 
current capital grants period, which began 
April 1, 1964. 

“Present resources were designed to ac- 
commodate about 2,500 students, and there 
are now 4,075. By the end of the next period 
places will be needed for at least 7,500.” 

SUB Director, Ian Halkett, said that plans 
for SUB expansion will be at a stand-still 
until the new architectural consultants have 
developed a new over-all plan for the campus. 

“The over-all plan of the campus will 
depend on the administration’s projected en- 
rollment figures,” he said. “Until that plan 
is completed, we don’t know where the SUB 
is going to be located, or whether it will be 
an expansion of the present building.” 


UBC rallies for more spending 


VANCOUVER (CUP) — One thousand 
University of British Columbia students ral- 
lied Wednesday to tick off an education pro- 
gram sponsored by the B.C. assembly of 
students. 

“The B.C. government is keeping money 
from education for political reasons although 
the money is vitally needed,” said liberal 
MLA Dr. Pat McGeer. 

Don Munton, UBC student union vice- 
president said both the Ontario and Alberta 
governments pay more than $1,000 more per 
university student per year than does the 
B.C. Government. 

Herb Capozzi, social credit MLA for Van- 
couver Centre didn’t sympathize with the 
students at all. 


“You are very lucky getting an education 
in a beautiful institution like this,” he said. 

“No student with the proper qualifications 
will ever be turned away from an institution 
of higher education in B.C.,” Capozzi said. 
“I’ll write that down for you if you like.” 

An unidentified student in the crowd 
wrote the statement down and asked Capozzi 
to sign it. He refused. 

A BCAS speakeasy will be held in the SUB 
upper lounge Thursday noon. Entitled ‘Edu- 
cation in this Province’, it will feature a 
panel discussion between Peter Bunn, Vic- 
toria School Board Chairman, Dave Stupich, 
NDP, MLA from Nanaimo, a member of the 
Faculty of Education, a Socred MLA and 
Dave McLean, Uvic student president. 
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Where do we stand 

We feel sorry for students' council. So far they have 
completely botched the Dow Chemical issue and Sunday 
night they made it even worse. 

Inspired by a suggestion that they could pass a motion 
on napalm without any discussion because it was such ‘‘a 
positive action" they all fell into the trap and quietly ac- 
quiesed unanimously. 

However council failed to realize that simply requesting 
Prime Minister Pearson and U Thant to work for outlawing 
napalm as a weapon of war is not such a positive action 
compared to the other supposed negative motions. 

Considering the fact that the United States currently 
breaks many international regulations why does council 
feel the US would abide by a napalm banning even if the 
UN was to co-operate with students' council. 

Not so long ago the press reported that poison gas was 
being used by the US in Vietnam — this is illegal under the 
Hague regulations. 

Also white phosphorus — a weapon more deadly than 
napalm because it burns away inside a person, is currently 
being used to aid the American cause in the war. 

Therefore this rather ludicrous motion serves no real 
purpose. 

If council really meant it last week when they said they 
were opposed to the presence on this campus of companies 
for the purpose of recruitment who manufacture or extract 
material used in this war why don't they immediately ask 
the administration to bar these companies from conducting 
their interviews on the campus? 

And why don't they pass a motion to support a student 
protest against Dow Chemical or any other such company? 

Napalm is dropped every day on Vietnamese villages in 
hopes that the people it kills are Viet Cong. This bombing 
is one of the cruellest acts ever perpetrated by any nation 
— one that can't be justified even in military terms. 

And yet Dow Chemical, a manufacturer and profiteer 
from napalm is allowed to recruit personnel on university 
campuses. Their team is expected here tomorrow. 

And yet no one from the faculty or the administration 
has attempted to prevent their presence here. 

A university is a place for learning, for improving 
society, and to provide an environment for the bettering 
of mankind. 

Dow Chemical doesn't fit into a university community 
and therefore shouldn't be allowed on the campuses. 

The fact that the university can't see the necessity of 
taking a moral stand on this issue is madness of the greatest 
kind. 

In order to block the presence of other such companies 
from coming on campus we would urge the immediate for- 
mation of an advisory committee for employment services 
which would then authorize the use of university facilities 
to companies recruiting employees. 

The committee should be composed of equal numbers 
of students, faculty and administration. 

We would also suggest that students' council specifically 
instruct the student representatives on the committee to 
oppose requests from recruiting companies which supply 
war materials to the US government. 

By these means perhaps we could be sure that we are 
going to a real university.
